ALTIMORE (Mad.) July 11.— 

Confident that the efforts of 

the diplomatic representatives 
of the Entente allies to have his 
vessel classed as a warship and in- 
terned will prove unavailing, Capt. 
Paul Koenig, master of the German 
submarine Deutschland, is prepar- 
ing to leave port on his return voy- 
age within ten days. 

Capt. Koenig expressed satisfac- 
tion tonight when informed that 
three American naval officers, who 
today inspected the Deutschland to 
determine her status, had reported 
in effect that not only was she an 
unarmed merchant vessel now, but 
was so constructed that she could 
not be converted into a war craft 
without practically being rebuilt. 
Capt. Koenig said he could only re- 
iterate that the Deutschland, like 
other submarines built or building 


for Germany’s new undersea mer- 
chant fleet, was designed solely as a 
freight carrier. 

EIGHT BOATS BUILDING. 


At least eight of these vessels, it

Capt. Hughes and his associates 
were given the entire freedom of 
the ship, and there was no space 
within the interior that they did not 
explore. The Deutschland’s com- 
mander was not present during the 
examination, as Collector of the 
Port William P. Ryan, who, as rep- 
resentative of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, officially had charge of the 
examination, did not notify him that 
the navy officers were coming. When 
they arrived at the pier of the 
Deutschland in a tug Capt. Koenig 
was at the offices of his agents, and 
the subordinate officer in command 
declined to allow the collector to 
bring his party aboard without the 
consent of his superior. This Capt. 
Koenig gave when informed by tele- 


hone. 

‘ Capt. Hughes and his assistants, 
Llieut. J. O. Fisher of the Bureau 
of Steam Engineering, and Naval 
Constructor Herbert 8. Howard 
spent more than two hours in the 
vessel. Capt. Hughes declined to 
discuss what he had seen, but he 
said not only that the young officer 
who escorted them through the boat 
answered all questions, but even vol- 
unteered information. 

“He was proud of his vessel, and 
I do not blame him,” said Capt. 
Hughes. “It is a wonderful piece 
of mechanism and a monument to 
German inventive genius.” 

If the Deutschland contains any 
new devices in submarine construc- 
tion Capt. Hughes now knows them. 
He would not say if any such ex- 
isted, but stated that he had no in- 
structions or intention to report any 
knowledge he may have gained. 

AMERICANS AMAZED. 

Deputy Surveyor Hayward, who 
also was one of the party, said that 
the American experts seemed to be 
amazed at what they saw.

SONORA GOVERNOR AS COMING 
MAN OF MEXICO. 


DOUGLAS (Ariz.) July 11.—This 
morning I went across the border to 
call on Gen. Plutarco Ellas Callies, 
who is at this minute the most in- 
teresting figure in the world. He is 
the Governor of Sonora and ap- 
parently the strongest man in Mex- 


ness, Gen. Calles has invited Amer- 


He has demobilized his vol- 
unteers and told them to go home, 
He has issued an edict that any Mex- 
ican who harms an American dies 
in front of a firing squad. And on 
the strength of his word the Amer- 
ican mining men are hurrying back 
across the line. 

No one knows what Gen. Calles's 
game is. No one knows in what 
direction his ambitions lie, but it is 
generally supposed that when Gen. 
Carranza steps down Gen. Calles will 


step up. And that his step will be 
accomplished by the pressure of 


armed] friendly American millions rather 


than by the bullets of a revolu- 
tion. Many Americans beiieve that 
he intends to secede from Mexico 
and set up a separate government 
for Sonora. Anyhow, it looks very 
much as though Gen. Calles might 
be the man of destiny who is to re- 
store peace through shattered Mex- 
ico. In spite of the general's edict 
we found the automobile mahouts of 
Douglas a little nervous about 
crossing the line into war-torn Agua 
Prieta. We finally found a Mexican 
who nodded his head, and we went 
whirling down the street to get an 
audience with the man who licked 
Pancho Villa. 


STANDING OF CALLES. 


If you agree to call Villa the peon 
Napoleon, you must call Gen. Calles 
the Mexican Wellington, and Agua 
Prieta the field of Waterloo, for it 
was there that the power of Villa 
was crushed by Calles. 

We crossed the battlefield on the 
way to the audience. We drove, in 
fact, down the street over which the 
United States authorities permitted 
Gen. Calles to bring in reinforce- 
ments over American soil unknown 
to Villa. We passed the trenches 
where Calles's en fought during 
the first days fighting. On the 
first day Villa advanced to the at- 
tack in two columns from the south- 
east. The second day he shifted 
part of his force and attacked from 
the southwest, getting unmercifully 
walloped in the process. 

The houses we passed at the edge 
of town were all nicked and chipped 
by bullets from that battle, and our 
own American customhouse is still 
scarred by the shots that came 
poaching across the line. Agua 
Prieta is a decent-looking little Mex- 
ican town, much cleaner than the 
average of its kind. From the 
American town across the line it has 
borrowed various metropolitan airs 
like police posts at the street inter- 
sections to guide the traffic. It is 
true that the traffic shows a cheer- 
ful disregard for the posts, but that 
is a detall. 

THE HUNT FOR CALLES. 

Our chauffeur took us around to 
a quaint little Mexican curio store, 
hung with drawnwork and Navajo 
beaten silver. In the corner behind 
the counter sat a fat old Mexican, 
who was fanning away the flies. We 
told him we would like to see Gen. 
Calles, and he reluctantly got up and 
went into the store. Presently a 
handsome young Mexican boy came 
out into the store and looked at us 
rather mournfully. We said we 
wanted to see Gen. Calles. He 
ducked out of sight; then reap- 
peared, and pointed into the street. 
We were to go to the house next 
door. Gen. Calles evidently does not 
receive calls of ceremony and 
straight through the family entrance 
that leads from the back of the store 
to the living-rooms adjoining.

Two Clashes Won 
by Carranza. 


{BY A. F. NIGHT WIRE.) 

HIHUAHUA CITY (Mex.) July 
11.—Two Villa bands attacked 

Carranza garrisons today at Ro- 
sario and Parral, but in both cases 
were beaten off with losses, accord- 
ing to official reports to Gen. Tre- 
vino. 

From Rosario the bandits were 
driven south toward the Durango 
line by government troops under 
Gens. Gacito and Hernandez. 

Other reports to Gen, Trevino in- 
dicated that a scouting patrol from 
Parral had encountered one of the 
small bands of outlaws who scat- 
tered after the attack on Jiminez in 
the vicinity of El Valle and had 
driven them into the hills, but no de- 
tails were given. 

Gen. Trevino said that he had not 
received. details of either of the 
clashes, but that all reports indicate 
that both were skirmishes. -He said 


that every effort to force the Villis- 
tas to face a pitched battle had 
failed. 


VILLA DIRECTING. 


No doubt remains in the minds of 
the military authorities here that 
Villa is directing the campaign 
along the Durango-Chihuahua bor- 
der. Reports reaching Gen. Tre- 
vino from a number of escaped pris- 
oners have described the bandit 
chieftain as riding in a coach, bis, 
crutches at his side, with two of his 
favorite chargers being led behind.

CHAIN OF GARRISONS. 


Operating in conjunction with 
Gen. Ramos is a regiment under 
Col. Lopez, working westward from 
Camargo, in pursuit of a group of 
Villistas under the bandit Ugarte, 
and along the railway line from 
Jiminez to Parral is a regiment of in- 
fantry under Col. Lopez. A chain 
of reinforced garrisons extending 
from Escalon south to the Durango 
border prevents any escape to the 
east. 

Gen. Trevino announced today 
that with “the menace of American 
invasion remored“ there are avail- 
able to assist in the extermination 
of the bandits approximately 15,000 
troops in the State of Chihuahua 
alone. He said that he had a large 
number ready to divert here from 
strategic points in Nuevo Leon and 
Tamaulipas upon short notice. 

Practically all the booty captured 
by the bandits in their engagements 
at Jiminez and San Salvador has 
been abandoned in their flight and re- 
covered by the Carranzistas. Re- 
ports here said that the roads in the 
vicinity of Corral are strewn with 
abandoned loot, including horses, 
carts and mules which the outlaws 
had seized.

LONDON, July 11.—This was an- 
other good day for the Entente allies 
who are making a steady advance 
on all fronts. A strikimt iliustra- 
tion of the difference in the relative 
position of the allied and the Teu- 
tonic forces is found in the number 
of prisoners and guns taken. These 
for the battle of the Somme amount 
to 22,000 prisoners and 104 guns 
captured from the Germans, while 
the official figures for the Russian 
general Brussiloff's drive to the 10th 
of July are 271,620 prisoners, 312 
guns and 866 machine guns. 
Today's news is of sustained and 
heavy fighting on almost all the 
fronts, the allies making consistent 
progress, with only occasional! set- 
backs. The British finally have cap- 
tured the fiercely contested town of 
Contalmaison and now are holding 
it against all the German counter- 
attacks.

TAKE MAMETZ WOOD.

It is now clear that the Russian 
drive in the direction of Kovel has 
brought the German offensive at 
Lutsk to a standstill, and, accord- 
ing to the Russian communication, 
the Germans have brought up strong 
reinforcements to defend the Stok- 
hod line and Kovel. Gen. Brussitioff, 
however, now has the impassable 
Pinsk marshes covering his right 
flank, and is in a position to out- 
flank the German defenses of Kovel. 

HUGE CONFLAGRATIONS, 


The huge conflagrations, noted in 
the Russian communication south of 
the Kovel Railway, are regarded in 
Petrograd as having been caused by 
the Germans to cover their own re- 
treat and impede the Ruasian ad- 
vance, which is within twenty miles 
of Kovel. The capture of 34,000 
prisoners by the Russians in the 
Stokhod and Galician battles from 
July 4 to July 8 seems to indicate 
that the Germans have been unable 
to throw in reinforcements in suffi- 
cient strength to stem the Russian 
advance. 

According to a report from Berne, 
Switzerland, the Austrians are hur- 
riediy transferring the landsturm 
from Serbia and Montenegro in an 
attempt to hold back the Russians. 
The difficulties confronting the cen- 
tral powers in meeting the all-round 
attack are tndicated in the Italian 
official statement tonight in which 
it is stated that the Austrians have 
been obliged to recall to the Italian 
front troops which were about to 
be sent to the eastern front.

The place into which we were 
ushered was e stuffy little sitting- 
room,” with Mexican ornaments 
hanging around the walls. In the 
center of the room was a rather 
large table, at one side of which 
Sat a zecretary pounding an Amer- 
ican typewriter. At another sat 
Gen. Calles. 

I should judge Gen. Calles to be 
He is rather 
tall for a Mexican, with a slight, 
graceful figure. His hair is slightly 
gray, and has the appearance of 
growing in separate locks, which is 
often characteristic of the hair of a 
man of marked individuality. 

You can see at a glance that he 
is a man of education and refine- 
ment. Villa is a creature of animal 
passion and animal cunning. He is 
a good fighter for the same reason 
that a bulidog or a gila monster is 
a good fighter. There is nothing 
about him that appeals to me. 
Calles has the hall-mark of a man 
of considerable intellect. K 

He is the Mexican type, strained 
and refined with lips thinner and 
features more regular and skin finer 
‘the peon type. 

Recently I wrote that he was for- 
merly a postal clerk, but I find I 
Was mistaken in this. He was a 
school-teacher in Sonora until the 
storm of revolutions made him a 
soldier. 


LIKE A SCHOOL-TEACHER., 


To tell the truth, he looks a good 
deal more like a school-teacher than 
a soldier now. The men of his staff 
who were in the room with him 
looked more like students than the 
soldiers of fortune. 

There was no sign of military 
rank about him. He wore a plain 
gray linen soft shirt and had no 
coat. There were no sentries about 
the doors; no grderlies waiting for 
his commands. The whole air of the 
Place was different from the ordi- 
nary military headquarters. We 
didn’t see a single soldier all the 
time we were in Agua Prieta. 

One of his secretaries was a young 
boy of a beauty so gentle and re- 
fined that he was almost ethereal. 

I can’t say that Gen. Calles was 
uproariously glad to see us. A 
shadow of resentment crossed his 
face as he rose and shook hands 
with us, motioning us into seats. 
During the entire interview he did 
not voluntéer a word. 

I began by briskly congratulating 
him on the restoration of peace. He 
merely nodded his head and a 
rather sardonic look came into his 
face as though he thought American 
newspaper men were not very sin- 
cere in their emotions of joy at the 
return of peace. 

Under pressure of my questions, 
he said that he felt confident of his 
ability to preserve the law in So- 
nora and said that Americans would 
be perfectly safe in returning to 
whatever legitimate business they 
had there. He referred particularly, 
however, to those who already were 
in business on the Mexican side be- 
fore the war. 

I asked him what he would do 

with the troops he mobilized other 
than the volunteers whose demobil- 
ization had already been ordered. 
He looked at me in resentful silence 
for a minute as though he would 
like to say he didn’t consider it any 
of my damned business. Then he 
said that he intended to send them to 
suppress an Indian uprising of the 
Yaquis. He said the troops would 
be employed in a relentless pursuit 
of every form of outlawry. 
I told him the story I had heard 
from a photographer: That the 
people of Sonora were waiting 
eagerly for the return of Villa and 
would rise against the government 
if Pancho returned. The conqueror 
of Villa gave what I thought was 
a magnificent retort. “I do not con- 
sider Villa as being of any further 
importance,” he said indifferently. 
I asked him about the progress of 
the Villa revolution in Jimenez; he 
said that Villa would not be able to 
make much headway against the 
Carranza troops and that his revolu- 
tion is doomed to very short life. 
Then I asked him about Felix 
Diaz. He smiled sarcastically and 
shrugged his shoulders. 


HIS VIEW OF DIAZ. 


I don’t attach much importance 
to him, either,” said Gen. Calles. 
He said that he heard that Diaz 
had gone to Guatemala and was not 
even in Mexico, thus contradicting 
the stories of the Diaz revolutionary 
army in training in Oaxaca. He 
said that he regarded the storm of 
Mexican revolution as having ex- 
hausted itself. He believed the peo- 
ple realized they could not continue 
to lead an isolated life with no in- 
dustry except war. He realized, he 
said, that Mexico must induce the 
return of American capital and that 
conditions must be made stable and 
secure for the reception of capital. 
He felt that Sonora was in a posi- 
tion to lead the way in this regard. 

When we got up to go., Gen. 
Calles was very polite in his fare- 
wells, but I must admit that he 
seemed to bear the parting with 


marked Christian fortitude and 
resignation.

MEMBERS WANT 
TO DO POLITICS. 


Democrats and Republicans 
Discuss Adjournment. 


Make Programme of Impere- 
tive Senate Legislation. 


General Sentiment Against 
Filibustering Tactics.

WASHINGTON, July 11.—Deme 
cratic and Republican leaders in 
the Senate will meet tomorrow to 
discuss means of expediting impor- 
tant legislation so that Congress may 
adjourn for the political campaign, 

Republican Senators in  confer- 
ence today appointed a special com- 
mittee to confer with the Democrats 
on the subject. The Démocratic 


Steering Committee also met, de- 
cided on a legislative programme 
and voted to hold the Senate in ses- 
sion nine hours daily until it is com- 
pleted. 

The navy and army appropriation 
bills, the shipping, child labor and 
corrupt practices measures and the 
$200,000,000 revenue bill were listed 
as the imperative legislation on the 
programme. Conservation measures 
will be laid aside until next session 
and action én the pending immigra- 
tion bill probably also will be de- 
ferred. 

Every Democratic Senator received 
tonight a written notice from Ma- 
jority Leader Kern, stating that the 
arrangement for daily sessions from 
11 am. to 8 p.m. was “deemed 
necessary to the end that the busi- 
ness of the Senate may be expedited 
— concluded within a reasonable 
time.“ 

This attitude of Republican Sen- 
ators, reflected in today's confer- 
ences, aroused hope of a reasonably 
early adjournment. General senti- 
ment seemed to be against a fili- 
buster on the shipping or revenue 
bills. The minority is expected to 
oppose both measures vigorously but 
leaders are said not to favor dila- 
tory methods, as they are just as 
anxious as the Democrats to get in- 
to the campaign. 

Democratic members of the Fi- 
nance Committee began work on 
the House revenue bill today. Some 
amendments are under considera- 
tion, one of them to eliminate the 
proposed copper tax. There also 
may be some readjustment of the in- 
come tax schedule but it is de- 
clared there 
of the exemption limit. Tomorrow 
the Democrats of the Commerce 
Committee will complete revision of 
the shipping bill and it will be re- 
ported to the Senate from the whole 
committee Thursday.

EXTRA WEIGHT 
PLACED ON LID. 


Men is Feeble. 


Putting an extra weight on the lid 
already clamped down over dancing 
in local cafes, the Police Commission 
yesterday adopted another resolu- 
tion aimed at the Pals and the Sup- 
per Club which have been meeting 
at the Bristol Cafe and the Alexan- 
dria Hotel. Commissioner Johnson, 
who introduced the resolution, re- 
fused to disclose its parentage and 


Mayor Sebastian and Commissioner 
Owen both professed complete ig- 
norance of the advent of the docu- 
ment which was prepared in the 
City Prosecutor’s office at the re- 
quest of the Rev. R. C. Barton, ex- 
ecutive secretary of the “Morals Ef- 
ficiency Commission.” Mayor Se- 
bastian stated after the meeting 
that he did not vote for the resolu- 
tion, but the records showed “Ayes, 
Mr. Mayor and Commissioners Owen 
and Johnson. Noes, none.“ 


SWIFT DENIAL. 


The resolution was no sooner 
adopted than the commission con- 
sidered an application from Jahnke's 
Tavern for a permit to conduct a 
dance hall on the second floor of 
Jahnke’s Spring-street cafe. This 
application said that the steward of 
the place has made arrangements 
to run the second floor establishment 
on a percentage basis and he asked 
the Police Commission for a permit 
for dancing and to sell meals and 
soft drinks only; agreeing to keep 
the stairway closed to all excepting 
walters. 


“Move it be denied,” said Com- 
missioner Johnson, and the vote was 
unanimous. 

Yesterday's resolution was the 
second of its kind adopted by the 
Police Commission, but the former 
Pronunciamento simply placed a 


ban on “dancing by patrons in 
cafes" while yesterday's resolution 
is as being aimed especial- 


regarded 
ly at clubs or organizations which 
may seek to rent rooms conn 
with cafes or hotels, for dancing. 

Cafe owners who protested against 
the ruling of the Police Commission, 
which they assert is driving business 
to the beaches, are considering the 
advisability of circulating an initia- 
tive ordinance to permit dancing in 
cafes. Action has been deferred, 
however, because of the probability 
that in this event the Police Com- 
mission would limit dancing by reso- 
lution, prescribing that only the 
minuet or the Virginia reel be per- 
mitted. Such a proceeding, it was 
said by the cafe men, would only be 
in line with the commission’s recent 
ruling on free lunches which pre- 
scribes the specific gravity of soup. 

AWAITS INTERPRETATION. 
of the resolution 
adopted yesterday which is still 
waiting for official interpretation, is 
as follows: 
“Any holder of a restaurant liquor 
permit of the No. 1 or No. 2 class, 
or the holder of a hotel liquor per- 
mit, who allows or permits the 
premises for which said liquor per- 
mit was granted to be used by any 
club or social organization to con- 
duct a dance, and at which said 
dance, intoxicating liquors are sold, 
served or given away, will be consid- 
ered by this commission as improper 
conduct of the business covered by 
such permit and the holder thereof 
subject to citation, hearing and 
revocation of such permit.” ;

BUT BE GOOD. 


Points in Injunction Issued 
Against Strikers in the 
Harbor District. 

The temporary restraining 
order issued by Judge Hauser 
yesterday against the strikers 
in the harbor district, breaks 
new ground in strike history | 
locally, at least. Strikers vio- 
lating the provisions of the in- 
junction will be arrested and 
must answer, not for their acts 
as strikers, but for contempt of 
court. 

Under this injunction the 
strikers are réstrained from 
the following acts: 

They must not endeavor to 
prevent the lumber companies 
from loading or unloading 
cargoes from vessels at the 
wharves. 

They must not interfere with, 
harass or obstruct the lum- 
ber companies in the conduct 
of their business. 

They must not place pickets 
in front of or in the im- 
mediate vicinity of the respec- 
tive lumber yards or offices. 

They must not threaten or 
interfere by violence or injury 
any person or persons trans- 
acting or desiring to transact 
business with the lumber com- 
panies. 

They must not patrol or 
loiter in the approaches to the 
places of business of the lum- 
ber companies. 

They must not molest or ob- 
struct the men at work or 
other persons willing to work. 

They must not use threats of 
violence, vile names or epithets. 

They must not prevent the 
employees of the lumber yards 
having free access to the lum- 
ber yards and places of busi- 
ness of the companies and 
their free passage to and from 
work. 

They must not trespass upon 
the plaintiff's premises in any 
manner, or interfere with the 
free use and occupation thereof 
by the plaintiffs. 

They must not prevent cus- 
tomers or prospective cus- 
tomers from having access to 
the companies’ properties, free 
from threats of violence, 

Employees must not be mo- 
lested on the streets or in their 
homes. 

The strikers must not inter- 
fere with the workmen getting 
food supplies. They must not’ 
use threats, force or intimida- 
tion or violence upon persons 
who deliver food to the work- 
men. 

Aviolation of any of these 
prohibitions will be an act in 
contempt of court. 


| ASSASSINATION 


Remarkable Developments in 
Italian Arson Case. 


Price on His Head. 


Gang Similar to the Mafia 
Operating Here? 


Organized Italian crime, such as 
was divulged in proceedings against 
the Camorra, the Mafia, the black 
hand and other famous gangs in 
Italy and in New York, may be laid 
bare in Los Angeles in the near 
future, according to details devel- 
oped yesterday in the arraignment 
of Andrea Fracia, Girolan Ferraro 
and George Ferraro, on the charge 
of assaulting Antonio Cangialosi, a 
clay molder, and one of the prin- 
cipal witnesses for the State in the 
recent arson trial against Sam Mat- 
rango. 

The proceedings in Justice Pal- 
mer’s c@urt are said to be only fore- 
runners of what may be expected in 
the baring of secrets of an alleged 
arson trust which holds the threat 
of death over all who reveal its 
workings. The men involved in the 
coming case are all said to belong 
to the ring, and the trio now in the 
County Jail, because of inability to 
pay the bond of $1000 each, are said 
to have attempted vengeance against 
Cangialosi.- 

PRICE ON HIS HEAD. 
According to Special Detective 
Green of the District Attorney’s of- 
fice, who investigated the matters 
leading up to the arrest of the trio. 
Cangialosi has been a marked man 
ever since he testified against Mat- 
rango. A price of $500 was placed 
on his head to insure destruction. 
the officer says. When Matrango was 
tried the jury failed to agree, and 
because of the many continuances of 
the case and the disappearance of 
a number of important witnesses it 
was decided not to ask for a re- 
trial. 


Cangialosi was set upon on the 
night of June 11 by a number of 
his countrymen just as he was ar- 
riving home from work. He was se- 
verely beaten. Several nights later 
some unknown assailant shot at him 
from behind his house. Search

It is felt at the harbor that, if 
the strike is not settled at San Francisco within a week, it will be

Deputy Sheriff W. E. Ribstoes, en- 
gaged as a watchman by the E. K. 
Wood Lumber Company, while go- 
ing to work early yesterday after- 
noon was followed from the busi- 
ness section to the water front by a 
gang of more than 200 strikers and 
their sympathizers. As long as he 
continued east he was unmolested, 
but when he turned south towards 
the plant he was set upon and 
prutally beaten, 200 against one. A 
burly union ruman struck him twice 
in the face and knocked him down.

OPPOSE TAXING SYSTEM 


A meeting of representatives of 
thirty mutual water companies of 
Los Angeles county was held at the 
Hibernian Bank Building yesterday 
afternoon, to discuss matters of mu- 
tual interest, The matter of double 


| taxation as shown by the taxing of 


the water plants themselves and also 
taxing the improvements to the lands 
covered by these plants, by virtue of 
the Increased value of such lands, 
| was declared to be unjust. A. D. 
Mizener, representing the Orchard 
Dale Water Company, said: 
taxed out of our boots.” 

A. M. Chaffey, who was elected 
chairman of the meeting, advocated 
a change in the banking act of this 
State, that would permit the bonds 
or other securities of mutual water 
companies to be held by savings 
banks. There are nearly 200 mutual 
water companies in Los Angeles 
county, and the thirty representa- 
tives went on record as favoring a 
permanent organization of these 
companies, to protect their mutual 
interest.

The interests represented by the 
mutual water companies of this 
country run into many millions, and 
directly affect thousands of stock- 
holders. The capital stock of the 
companies runs from comparatively 
small amounts like $10,000, to the 
large companies with $1,000,000 or

OF THE COURT. 
While Police Bailiff Seeks 
Rich Young Man He 1s 
at Rest. 


| While the crier in police 
court was calling through the 
corridors Monday, “John 
Christopher, John Christopher, 
come to court!” the body of 
the young man was being laid 
to rest with a splendor seldom 
equaled except in the funer- 
als of notables. The services 
were held in the Church of the 
Immaculate Conception, where 
high mass was observed. 

Mr. Christopher, stepson of

merchant, ended his life in a 
spectacular manner Saturday 
by setting fire to hts oil- 
soaked clothes with fatal re- 
sult, after having had a mis- 
understanding with his beauti- 
ful wife. Because of the tragic 
details of the young man's 
death, his mother and step- 
father decided to give him the 
most elaborate of burials,

WAR MUNITIONS 


Arms Purchased Here for Use 
Against United States. 


Carranza Doesn’t Wish Peace, 


Says Business Man. 


People Beginning to Realize 
Mess They re In. 


The remarkable statement that. 
despite reports to the contrary, Mex- 
joo has gathered a vast Quantity of 
arms and ammunition at Vera Cruz 
and Mexico City, preparatory for 
what they believe to be the inevitable 


conflict with the United States, was 


made last night at a local hotel by 
an American business man, recently 
arrived from Mexico City, where for 
the past fifteen years he has been 
engaged in business. For obvious 
reasons his identity cannot be dis- 
closed at this time, but his known 
connections with large business in- 
terests of the two countries and the 
length of time he spent in Mexico 
enabled him to obtain an insight of 


the Carranza government and its 
workings that is given to few. 

“Ever since Carranza came into 
power his government has been se- 
creting arms and ammunition in the 
two principal cities of the country,” 
he sald last night. Most of these 
munitions came directly from the 
United States, and by this time they 
have enough to put up a mighty 
good scrap, although a Mexican sol- 
dier usually wastes several hundred | 
rounds getting over his excitement. 


BUSINESS KILLED. 


“Conditions are terrible in Mex- 
100 City. The chaotic state of the 
economic system has killed all busi- 
ness. It was really because there 
was nothing for me to do down 
there that I came up, as we have 
heard the cry of ‘wolf’ so often, and 
been warned of trouble so many 
times, that we have to be- 
lieve there is any danger. 

e Mexican people know some- 
thing is wrong, but they don’t know 
exactly what it is. They are begin- 
ning to realize that their constitu- 
tional government, which promised 
so much, is really crushing them 
down harder than any previous gov- 
ernment. 

“Gen. Carranza and his ministers 
are running things to suit them- 
sélves. And they have succeeded 
in mixing up their financial em 
until there is neither head r tail 
to it. It was our custom — 
morning to read the papers to see 
what new decrees had been issued 
overnight regarding the currency, as 
Carranza frantically trying to 
make it worth something. 


AMERICANS ARE SAFE. 


“There are probably 150 Amer- 
leans left in exico City, but they 
are in no danger. The riots and 
mass meetings held are really dem- 
onstrations against the government, 
and not against us. The people are 
beginning to wake up. 

“Right now the army rules the 
country. Carranza and his satellites 
do not want peace in Mexico. In 
order to keep war ing among 
themselves they are willing to fight 
the United States—anything to make 
the army powerful. 

“By juggling their worthless cur- 
rency they have succeeded in driv- 
ing almost all merchants of Mexico 
City out of business. By confisca- 
tion army officers have been able to

NEW DECLARATION. 

The most important step taken for

They raised $200,000 at once to 
cover such expense as became necessary 


or more as the situation demanded. 

This great gathering, sponsored by the 
Chamber of Commerce, declared specifically 
that they did not seek to exterminate labor 
unions, but they did insist upon the equal 
right to employment of union and-non union 
men. 

Attention is called to the reputation the 
city has acquired for being dominated by 
walking delegates and irresponsible labor 
agitators. It is now realized that this ts 
an absolute obstacle to the peace and pros- 
perity of the city. The good name of the 

munity has been seriously menaced. 

e solid advancement of the city has been 
retarded. A spirit of conflict was constant- 
ly in the air, and unless a workingman gave 
himself, body and soul, to his union his 
life and living were imperiled. The agi- 
tators, leaders and walking delegates were 
in full control. They boasted brazenly and 
wantonly of their dominance. They pulled 
the strings and the puppets danced. Men 
worked when bidden by these bosses or 
left their labors when these cormorants so

ARRANZA AND VILLA. 

If President Wilson places faith in Car- 
ranza’s promises to preserve order on the 
border and withdraws our troops and sends 
the militia home he will add another to his 
long list of mistakes. 

The difficulty in dealing with Mexico is 
that there is no middle class there between 
e feudal lords and the peons. The latter 
ignorant, brutal and dishonest and fur. 
nish the material for robber bands which 
are either led by mere brigands who, like 
Villa, have once been peons, or else by ad- 
venturers, like Carranza or Obregon, 
who are of the wealthy class. There 
is no organized public opinion in Mexico 
to form a basis for democratic government. 
The newspapers are controlled by the 
government, and there are no political par- 
ties. Politics are purely personal, and the 
only organizations are bands formed to pro- 
mote the personal interests of individuals. 
There are parades and processions in Mex- 
ico, but no mass meetings nor stump 
speeches; and the free discussion of polit- 
sal affairs, s0 necessary to free govern- 
t, cannot exist where the masses of the 
ple are ignorant. Education of the 
masses in public schools is the only perma- 
nent remedy for these conditions; that will 
take years, and in the meantime peace and 
order can only be restored by such drastic 
methods as were adopted by Porfirio Diaz. 
The population of Mexico consists of 
about three millions of pure European 
blood, six millions of mestizos, or people of 
Spanish and Indian blood, and nine millions 
of Indians in various stages of civilization. 
This population is distributed all over the 
country from the Rio Grande to Yucatan at 
a ratio of about twenty persons to the 
square mile. The peons and Indians who 
have no land of their own make up 80 per 
cent. of the population. ; 
Education has been retarded because the 
landlords and the mining and lum and 
oll corporations preferred ignorant laborers 
who were easy to exploit. The peons con- 
stitute a majority of the population of Mex- 
ico. The peon has no motive in life except 
to eat, drink and propagate his miserable 
kind. He is necessarily idle, sensual and 
brutal, the spirit of manana rules his life, 
and a profound fatalism locks his spirit in 
death. 
Peonage originated under Spanish rule 


with a division of the lands of Mexico 


among the favorites of the Crown, and the 
native people were seized along with the 
land and ved. But slavery entailed 
an obligation to care for the slave in sick- 
ness and old age, and, in order to get rid 
of the responsibilities and preserve the ad- 
vantages of the slave owner, the plan of 
vencomiendas“ was adopted under which a 
certain number of Indians were “commend- 
ed” to the land owner to be civilized and 
Christianized by him. The land owner 
claimed that working about twelve hours a 
day was good for the soul of a peon, and 
he hired him for that amount of work at a 
wage rate that barely supplied him with 
the necessities of life. He encouraged him 
to indulge in a few comforts such as mescal 
and tobacco, which were supplied him on 
credit. As a result his indebtedness i 

creased year by year. He could not leave 
his job without paying his debt to the land- 


death did not discharge the debt; his chil- 
dren inherited it and increased it and 
passed it along to their descendants. 

It is with these conditions we have to 
deal. The. peons are now having the time 
of their lives. They tofl not. As soldiers of 
Carranza they are better fed, better clothed 


members of robber bands under Villa and 
his captains they loot and burn and ravish 
"and murder like wild beasts as they are 
the property of “gringos” on both sides of 
the border being specially the subject of 
their raids.

LL THE TRAINMEN STRIKE? 

The members of the Train Service 
Brotherhood, consisting of the engineers, 
firemen, brakemen and conductors on the 
railroads in the United States, have been 
for several days voting on the question 
whether authority shall be given to their 
leaders to declare a nation-wide striké in 
case the railway companies shall refuse to. 
accede to a demand for an increase of 
wages. 


The train service employees constitute 


less than one-fifth of all the railroad work- 
ers, and their demands ‘if acceded to would’ 
amount to an increase of $100,000,000 per 
annum in the pay rolls of the companies. 
Their success in obtaining the increase they 
ask would have a tendency to induce a 
similar demand for increase of pay from 
the station agents, clerks, section men, train 
dispatchers and other employees, and such 
a demand if granted would increase the 
expenses of conducting the railroad lines 
altogether about $300,000,000 per annum. 
This amount would necessarily have to 
be paid out of the receipts of the railroads 
from freight and passenger traffic, and if 
the Interstate Commerce Commission should 
refuse to sanction an increase of passenger 
and freight rates it would result in a tie-up 
of the roads, the calamitous effects of which 
upon the country cannot be estimated. 
‘The wages of the members of the Train 
Service Brotherhood are now much higher 
than those paid to othe? employees, and 
very much higher than those paid to skilled 


mandal laborers in the various trades, and 


there appears to be no sufficient reason 
why the demand for increased compensa- 
tion should be granted. The wages of em- 
ployees now paid amount to nearly 50 per 
cent. of the sums received by the roads 
for freight and passage, and the increase of 
wages asked would, if granted without an 
increase in rates of fare and freight being 
allowed by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, put an end to dividends and in 
many instances make it impossible for the 
companies to meet the interest on their 
bonded indebtedness. As a result the rail- 
roads would go into the hands of receiv- 
ers—uniess the places of the strikers could 


be filled with non-uhion workers—and a 


limitation, if not a total suspension, of 
railroad traffic would result. * 


ARMING AS A VOCATION. | 
Back to the soll does not mean back 


to hard and unremunerative toil. Agricul- 
ture offers to the college graduate greater 


inducements than are presented by com- 


merce or flnance or mechanics or law or 
medicine. Everything learned by the stu- 
dent in the university will be of use on 
the farm. If he has studied botany he can 
apply his knowledge to the sciente of plant 
production. His studies in zoology and or- 
nithology will help him to carry on breed- 
ing and feeding of cattle and horses and 
sheep and fowls, and his acquaintance with 
meteorology will be of advantage in han- 
dling perishable crops. 

Engineering will come into play in road- 
making and drainage, and a farmer who is 
proficient in chemistry can analyze the sur- 
face soll and the soll a foot below the sur- 
face and know what kind of fertilizer to 
use, and what to plant and when, and how 


to apportion his labor supply so as to avold 


shortage at certain seasons and an over- 
supply at others. 
“To one interested in efficiency of pro- 


duction on the farm,” says N L. Turner, 


“are to be found possibilities for improve- 
ment on a scale rarely seen elsewhere; as 
the recuperative processes of nature have 
made an extravagance possible in this busi- 
ness which would be ruinous in any other, 
and cost sheets can be figured as closely as 
in manufacturing to eliminate wasteful 
methods and unprofitable crops.” 

Agriculture has an advantage over such 
industries as mining because in a rational 
system production should increase indefi- 
nitely, having no given point of fertility as 
a maximum one. While the manufacturer 
depends on improvements in methods and 
machinery to increase his output, the farm- 
er is alded by organic growth as well. 


“Farming offers the college man oppor- 


tunity for study in text-book and fleld of a 
number of sciences, practical work in a 
varied and eventful business, as much lei- 
sure as does any closely-followed pursuit, 
vo oni in proportion to his energy and 
ability.” 
And what is more interesting than to

and birds? A horse which has never learned 
that man is his enemy will not balk and re- 
fuse to work for his friend.

WIDE SKIRTS IN 
SAN FRANCISCO.

Who will suggest a relief for a 
bad situation? Wim the time ever 
come that a man must offer a cure 
when he makes a criticism? Critt 
cism for the most part is a good 
thing, but if a system were adopted 
by which a man would have to rem- 
edy when he criticises, the light and 
silly complaints which we now en- 
dure might fall into disuse, and that 
would be a blessing. 

Rantings against nature may be 
at least comprehensible, but to rant 
against human beings, as revivalists 
do, is another matter. The former 
practice is a waste of time, but the 
latter is a bore, and rather irritat- 
ing. One may waste time pleasura- 
bly and with a certain amount of 
justification, but to be a bore is to 
commit the unforgivable crime 
against humanity. Now men, or re- 
vivalists rather, are bores when 


they complain of women’s clothes, 


and it must be said that it has be- 
come a pet occupation with them. 
“Become,” I said; but to be accu- 
rate, they have always complained 
of women's clothes, and there is 


scarcely a man alive who cannot 


give the details of the costume Eve 
wore in the Garden of Eden. 

It's a curious thing, this fault- 
finding with women's clothes; and 


it springs, as do most misunder- 


standings, from wrong im 
which are based upon vanity. Men 
have an idea that women dress for 


them, and they feel, therefore, that 


they may make a few corrections in- 
asmuch as the women who are 80 
dressing are not making the im- 
pression upon the other sex which 
surely they desire to make. Now 
the fact is this: Women buy the 
clothes which are on sale. They do 
not model them, nor do they set the 
fashions; they follow the fashions 
set for them by the European dress- 
makers—men, by the way. 

Men assume that a woman buys 
a gown because she thinks that it 
will make her look more attractive 
to men; but she really buys it be- 
cause it suits her purse and it is 
more becoming to her than the oth- 
er gowns she sees of the same 
style. Men also assume that a 
woman may go into a shop and or- 
der what she wants, which is far 
from being the case. In the days 
of the narrow skirt it was an im- 
possibility to find a wide one, just 
as it is impossible to go into a shop 
now and find a narrow one. 

Women do not wander into a dry 
goods store and state that they 
want a dress which is narrow and 
short and extremely decollette. 
They say they wish to buy an eve- 
ning gown at a specific price, and 
that they want it such or such a 
color, and they then choose from 
among the things which are shown 
them. Out of a dozen gowns the 
principal point will be the same. 
The details, such as the color, the 
texture and the ornamentation will 
differ, but the style will be quite 
uniform. You can’t buy dinner 

owns with elbow sleeves and a 

utch neck and a skirt just escap- 

ing the floor; they don’t sell them. 
They do not have them in the shop, 
and how is one to buy them? 
It you were to take materials to 
a dressmaker and describe a gown 
such as I have just outlined, and 
ask her to make it, she would most 
promptly and properly refuse; she 
would be considered old-fashioned 
and would be shelved. Women do 
not necessarily like the styles. Ik 
you listen you will hear them regret 
that the new modes are not becom- 
ing. But what are they to do? 

Of course the worst phase of the 
complaints to which I refer is that 
they make such a poor showing for 
the men. The complaints are most- 
ly based upon the theory that wom- 
en’s clothes are conducive to wreck-

Electric Official has 
Man-saver Plan. 


Thank-you-marms to be Put 
at Grade Crossings. 


Auto Hits Hump and Driver 
Returns to Earth. 


A “thank-you-marm” fifty feet on 
either side of every grade crossing 
in California, as a protection against 
speeding over railway tracks, will be 
installed if the petition filed by S. A. 
Bishop, general claim agent of thé 
Pacific Electric, with the State Rall- 
road Commission yesterday is ap- 
proved. 

In his letter to the State Railroad 
Commission Mr. Bishop points out 
that the periment of putting 
bumps feet on either side of 
railway crossings has been thorough- 
ly worked out through the good 
roads systems of Tennessee and in 
the city of Memphis. Mr. Bishop's 
letter to the commission has the 
approval of the Supervisors of sev- 
eral counties, the Board of Public 
Utilities of this city, and the Auto- 
mobile Club of Southern California, 
as well as the railroads. 

Additional experiments have been 
carried on in Milwaukee, as well as 
in a number of States, with uniform- 
ly beneficial results, he says. 

The campaign for the construction 
of the various bumps will be prose- 
cuted vigorously, according to plans 
already outlined. 

Mr. Bishop says in his letter: 1 
submit herewith for your considera- 
tion, as set forth in the blue print 
which I inclose, a suggestion which, 
if applied to our good roads system, 
will all but eliminate grade-crossing 
accidents. | 

“The idea did not originate with 
me, but has been applied through-. 
out the good roads system of West 
Tennessee, in and about the city of 
Memphis, and statistics prove that 
grade-crossing accidents have been 
cut down 90 per cent. as a result. 

“If you should approve this meas- 
ure I am convinced that the newspa- 
pers in our State will be glad to ad- 
vertise that the Crossings are being 
so equipped and give notice to all 
persons that they may expect to find 
such an obstruction in the road. 

“Further, failing this notice to a 
driver, there can be no doubt that 
anyone who observes the road ahead 
of his car will readily discover this 
bump both by day and night. 

“I can conceive of no class of per- 
sons objecting to the slight inconven- 
lence occasioned py being obliged to 
slow down to pass over this obstruc- 
tion carefully, except the individual 
who desires to proceed without inter- 
ference and at a considerable speed 
over a railroad crossing. Since he is 
the person whom we desire to reach 
and protect I cannot believe that we 
should seriously consider his pro- 
test.”

AX PROTESTS IN 
COUNCIL HEARING. 


—— 


Another grist of 150 protests 
against tax assessments was handled 
by the City Council yesterday, sit- 
ting as a Board of Equalization. Of 
these protests a few were granted 


and a dozen were denied, while the 
remainder were taken unden advise- 
ment and referred to the special 
ecmmittee consisting of Councilmen 
Conwell and Betkouski. This com- 
mittee will confer with a similar 


committee from the County Super- 


visors and whatever adjustments are 
deemed just will be made alike by 
city and county. 

When the Council started its 
equalization work there were ap- 
proximately 600 protests on file. 
About 300 have already been heard, 
but there were approximately 500 
more protests filed yesterday. A ma- 
jority of the protests are from smal! 
property owners and no serious er- 
ers have been disclosed as yet. In 
several instances protestants who 
were not present when their cases 
were called before the board ap- 
peared later to learn that their appli- 
cations for reduction in assessments 
had been denied. 


BONDS IN DEMAND. 
ARGUMENTS FOR CHANGE. 


City Treasurer N. T. Powell pre- 
sented another argument yesterday 
for reduction of the interest rate on 
city improvement bonds when he re- 
ported that only $3480 interest 
money was paid out the first day on 
the several millions of bonds out- 
standing. Some time ago Mr. Powell 
recommended to the Council that the 
interest rate be reduced from 7 per 
cent. to 5 per cent., as a means for 
saving many thousands of dollars a 
year to the taxpayers of the city. The 
matter was referred to the Council 


Finance Committee and this commit-. 


tee, listening to the protests of the 
bend buyers from other cities who 
take up the bonds, decided to “for- 
get’ the proposition. City Treasurer 
Powell says that at the present time 
there is not a single bond on the 
market and they are taken up as 
fast as issued, mostly by outside in- 
vestors.

ORDINANCE ORDERED 
FOR VINEYARD VIADUCT. 


Another step toward realization of 
the proposed viaduct over the Pa- 
cific Electric tracks at Vineyard was 
taken by the City Council yesterday 
when the City Engineer was instruct- 
ed to prepare and present an ordi- 
nance for the construction of the 
bridge on plans calling for an ex- 
penditure of about $12,000. The pres- 
ent plan is to provide for an assess- 
ment district that will pay one- 
fourth of the cost, the city at large 
to pay a like amount and the Pacific 
Electric to pay one-half of the total 
cost, and this plan will be carried 
out, providing there is no majority 
protest from the assessment district. 
In case there ia such a protest the 
residents of the neighborhood will be 
told to do without the crossing, as 
the location is such as to make a 
grade crossing extremely dangerous.

The funeral of J. Harry Pieper, 
former president of the Jovian Elec- 
tric League and Los Angeles Ad 
Club, and widely known in local 
electrical and theatrical circles, who 


died early yesterday morning at his 
suite in the Chamouny apartments, 
Eleventh and Grand View streets, 
will be held at 9 o'clock a. m., tomor- 
row at St. Vibiana’s Cathedral. 

At 4 o’clock this afternoon the 
body will be borne to the Knights 
of Columbus clubhouse at No. 612 
South Flower street. With the K. 
of C. Glee Club acting as guard of 
honor, the body will lie in state the 
rest of the afternoon and evening. 
At 8:15 o'clock this evening memo- 
rial services will be conducted b 
the Knights of Columbus. Josep 
Scott will deliver an address. 

Tomorrow morning the Elks will 
hold their memorial services for the 
dead in the Knights’ of Columbus 
Hall. Immediately following these 
services the body will be taken to 
the cathedral, where solemn high 
mass will be said. 

The pallbearers are Allen Wad- 
leigh of the Southern California Edi- 
son Company; Harold Janss, presi- 
dent of the Ad Club; James L. 
Irwin, representing the Knights of 
Columbus; William G. Salter, Ex- 
alted Ruler of the local Elks’ Lodge; 
K. E. Van Kuren of the Jovian

Mr. Pieper was a sufferer from 
heart trouble for some time, but had 
apparently recovered.

Ten years ago 
he came to Los Angeles as the man- 
ager of the Walker Theater, now the 
Mozart. Three years later he af- 
fililated himself with the Southern 
California Edison Company and was 
assistant to the general agent at 
the time of his death. 

Mr. Pieper was a member of the 
Los Angeles Athletic: Club, the 
Jonathan Club. Knights of Colum- 
bus and the Elks and was one of 
the best-known and liked men in the 
city. 

At the last national congress of 
the Jovian League in Chicago, Mr. 
Pieper represented ghe California 
leagues. He was al Pacific Coast 
representative of the Electric Ve- 
hicle Association of America. 

By a coincidence he was to have 
addressed the Ad Club at its lunch- 
eon at the Clark yesterday, and the 
news of his death threw a mantle 
of gloom around the luncheon.

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Man Arrested in North on Los An- 
geles Indictment is Last of Pa- 


cific Mail Gang of Opium 
Smugglers, Says Fed- 
eral Official. 


Leonard W. Wilson, the alleged 
smoking opium smuggler, who was 
arrested in San Francisco following 


his indictment by the Federal grand 
jury here, ts the last of what is 
known as the Pacific Mail quarter- 
master gang, according to a state- 
ment made yesterday by Frank 
Johnson, special agent of the United 
States Treasury Department. John 
C. Winkler, another alleged member

ot the outfit, is in the County Jail 


awaiting his trial, which has 
set for September 19. 

The records in the case show that 
Winkler and Wilson arrived here 
from San Francisco about March 1 
driving a new Buick machine that 
Winkler had recently purchased 
and presented to his wife as a wed- 
ding. gift, and took a room in an 
apartment on East Fifth street. On 
March 5 they started for Campo, 
but the machine broke down, and 
Wilson went on to El Centro, and 
was joined the next day by Winkler. 
They occupied adjoining rooms at 


Ja hotel in that place. 


Later on they took the train back, 
and Winkler was captured with 
thirty cans of opium. Wilson, it is 
claimed, abandoned his suit case 
containing fourteen cans, and it was 
later found by a porter cleaning up 
the car. Winkler was indicted by 
the Federal grand jury, but there 
was not sufficient evidence against 
Wilson. Additional testimony was 
then furnished by Special Agent 
Johnson, and Wilson was indicted. 
His arrest at San Francisco fol- 
lowed. 

Both men, according to Mr. John- 
son, belonged to the coterie of Pa- 
cific Mail employees who made a 
profitable business of smuggling 
smoking opium on the trans-Pacific 
line of steamships. Mr. Johnson has 
in his possession the private account
